The readers of the Advanot are all 
familiar with the name of JoluiM. 
Stout. They will be shocked, as were 
his many friends at the institution, to 
learn of his sudden and untimely death 
on Friday afternoon, March lath. 
The Circumstances of his death are 

peculiarly touching. Mr. Stout left 

Ids home at Ripley, which is ten miles 
from the railroad stat ion, to come to 
Jacksonville, where he had a business 

eineiit, Saturday evening, *vith 
Mr. Thomas Rogers, Mr. Rogers, on 

Saturday evening, went to the station 
tO meet him on the arrival of the 
morning train. Mr. Rogers was sur- 
prised that be did not arrive, but little 
did he dream that in a few short hours 
he would learn of his death. 

Mr. Stout had been used to make 

the journey from Ripley to Mt. Ster- 
ling on his bicycle in an hour, but de- 
termined to make it on (his occasion 
in a shorter time. The road is not a 

favorable one for bicycle riding, being 
a hilly dirt road. Friday afternoon 
i he road was spongy and difficult. 

Mr. Stout became very warm, and 
stopped at a farm house a mile and a 
half from Ml. Sterling for a drink of 

water, I le drank quite oopiously, and 

hurried on. A few minutes later, he 
was found dead in the road with his 
bicycle near him. His death was un- 
doubtedly caused by congestion, 
brought on by a copious draught of 
water- when overheated. 

John M. Stout was a most estimable 
young man. His moral character was 
without reproach. lie was exposed 
lo unusual tempi al ions by reason of 
his vocation, but never could be in- 
duced lo violate the Sabbath, i 
large inducements were sometimes of- 
fered him lo give Sunday exhibitions, 
lie was a most genial and agreeable 
companion, ami was often urged to 

take a Social glass of beer, or other 
liquor, but strictly adhered to his 
temperance principles, lie had a 
talent for drawing and sculpture, and 

il la by some of his friends much re- 
gretted that he did not give bi 
elusive attention to art work. He 
sometimes thought he would do so. as 
he was froquontlv Urged by Dr. Cil- 

lett, but as bicycling afforded him an 

inimediale income he felt he OUghl to 
earn some money to make his parents 
comfortable in their old :t 

He was a pupil at his institution 
t w civ e term--, and during all this time 
was a universal fa\ oriie. \o instance 

is remembered of any reprimand be- 
ing given him, or of any misdemeanor 

that merited reproof. lie professed 
faith in Christ while a pupil, ami al- 
niaintaiiied a consistent Chris- 
tian character.

Illinois, a most beautiful and lovely 
young lady, who graduated last June.

Further Information of circum- 
stances attending upon the death of 
Mr. p Stout, has since been obtained 
from Mr. Rogers, who was at Ripley 
from Saturday to Tuesday last, to 

help arranging the deceased's affairs. 
The afternoon of his death, 

Stout left home at half past three 
for Mount Sterling on some business, 

intending to return at six. He stop- 
ped at the farm-house of Mr. Means, 
about two miles from Mount Stor- 
ling, for a drink of water. Ile was 
perspiring freely then, and he drank 
an unusual quantity of water. Then 
hi' rode away, leaving Mr. Means 

with a statement on paper that he 
was trying to beat his beet time in 
oovering nine mil, 
lop of an up-incline, he, it seems, dis- 
mounted, and lay down on the road. 
Fifteen minutes later, the 

driver, coming along, found him 
lying there on his back at full length, 
unconscious and with tears gently 
Oreeping out ot' his eyes, and in five 
minutes, Mr. Stout breathed his last 
vi. The eause of his death 
s reported in the last letter, a 
stroke of apoplexy. Some blood was 
seen flowing out of the nostrils and 

mouth in tin 1 following morning. 

His folks at home were no ii tied of this, 
and his remains, after the coroner's 
inquest at Mt. Sterling, were convey- 
ed home. The funeral took place 
Mondax afternoon, ami was. in spite 
of continuous rains, largely attended 
by his many friends and admirers from 
all parts of the neighborhood; and the 
remains were interred in the village 
cemetery.
